2. Coal workers often develop cor pulmonale. We are - 
undertaking a quantitative, morphologic analysis of 
the lung in an attempt to determine which abnormalities 
might be responsible for the cor pulmonale. Smoking 
history will be considered in the final analysis of 
the data. 
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
